Lewis’  scholastic  background 
and  practical  experience  in 
choosing  forum  speakers.

Commandments  now? 
It’s  ‘modern’  version

"Thou  shalt  not  steal — much.” 

“Thou  shalt  not  bear  false 
witness — unless  you’re  in  a 
jam.” 

“Thou  shalt  not  commit  ad- 
ultery— except  when  you’re  re- 
ally in  love-  . . .” 

Moses  would  never  recognize 
this  version . of  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments. It  is  a modern  ver- 
sion. It  has  never  been  written' 
down  on  tablets  of  stone,  but: 
according  to  U.  S.  religious 
leaders,  it  appears-  to  have  ac- 
quired a wide  following. 

There  is  great  concern  am- 
ong Protestant,  Catholic  and 
Jewish  leaders  about  this  pop- 
ular tendency  to  add  conven- 
ient escape  clauses  to  the  com- 
mandments which  have  been 
the  basis  of  theW udeo-Christian 
moral  code  for  thousands  of 
years. 

THEOLOGIANS  call  it  "mo- 
rala  relativism.” 

The  moral  relativist,  they 
say,  doesn’t  ignore  moral  laws. 
He  just  interprets  them  to  suit 
himself. 

He  is  honest,  up  to  a point. 
He  is  truthful,  a good  part  of 
the  time.  You  can  trust  him, 
especially  if  you  keep  an  eye 
on  him. 

He  would  never  think  of  rob- 
bing a bank.  That  would  be 
criminal  and  also  dangerous. 

But  he  sges  no  great  harm 
in  clipping  the  company  for  a 
few  bucks  on  his  expense  ac- 
count (“they  ought  to  pay  me 
a better  salary  anyway”)  or  . 
in  pressing  a spurious  damage 
suit  ("The  insurance  company 
can  afford  it”)  or  in  defrauding 
the  government  somewhat  on 
his  income  tax  return  (“They’ll 
take  it  all  if  you  let  them.”) 

IF  HE  BEADS  in  the  news- 
paper about  a janitor  who  re- 
turned a sackful- of  money  that 
fell  out  of  an  armorqd  car,  he 
sits  down  and  writes  the  jan- 
itor a letter — telling  him  how 
“stupid”  he  was. 

If  he  happens  to  be  an  elec- 
tric industry  executive  who  is 
caught  fixing  prices,  he  blandly 
explains  to  a congressional 
committee  that  he  didn’t  do 
anything  really  criminal:  he 
just  violated  a law  that  was 
inconvenient  to  his  business. 

If  his  favorite  TV  quiz  shows 
turn  out  to  be  rigged,  he  does 
not  get  sore  at  the  well-prompt- 
ed “geniuses”  who  played  him 
for  a sucker.  After  all,  he  asks, 
who  wouldn't  for-  $64,030? 

. HE  DOES  have  a code  of 


sexual  morality — in  fact,  jwo 
of  them.  One,  which  he  expects 
his  wife  and  children  to  follow, 
is  based  on  Biblical  teachings. 
It  forbids  sexual  relations  out- 
side of  marriage,  with  no  ifs, 
ands  or  buts. 

The  other,  which  he  privately 
regards  as  the  only  suitable 
rule  for  a robust  man  like 
himself,  is  borrowed  from  ro- 
mantic movies  and  novels.  It 
holds  that  marital-  infidelity  is 
excusable  if  it  results  from  a 
a mutual,  if  fleeting,  passion 
sanctified  by  the  name  of  "love.” 


PASADENA,  CALIF.,  (UPI) 
The  Milky.  Way  Galaxy  must 
have  been  much  brighter  in  the 
past  than  it  is  now,  according 
to  one  of  the  nation’s  top  as- 
tronomers. 

Dr.  Maarten  Schmidt  of  the 
Mr.  Wilson  and  Palomar  Obser- 
vatories said  he  reached  this 
conclusion  through  a study  of 
the  galaxy— the  giant  pinwheel 
of  stars  in  which  our  solar  sys- 
tem resides. 

The  theory  was  arrived  at 
when  he  found  fewer  small 
stars  are  being  born  now  than 
earlier  in  the  life  of  the  Milky 
Way.  Also  far  fewer  large  stars 
are  being  born  now  in  what:  he 
called  our  stellar  neighborhood. 

Dr.  Schmidt  said  his  conclu- 
sions apply  of  studies  of  the 
evolution  of  the  largest  known, 
unit  of  matter,  the  galaxy.  Our 
galaxy  is  believed  to  be  about 
10  billion  years  old.  It  is  made 
up  of  stars,  dust  and  gas  and 
is  about  80,000  light  years-  in

diameter.  (A  light  year  is  near- 
ly 6 trillion  miles.) 

To  study  the  evolution  of  the 
galaxy,  astronomers  scrutinize 
metal  in  the  atmospheres  of  its 
small  stars. 

“Dr.  Schmidt  compared  the 
metal  content  of  the  two  at- 
mospheres of  56  small  stars, 
all  with  in  few  hundred  light 
years  of  the  solar  system  to 
try  to  learn  whether  the  birth 
rate  of  small  stars  has  been 
fairly  constant  over  the  ages, 
or  whether  more  stare  were 
born  early  in  the  galaxy’s  life. 

He  said  the  higher  the  metal 
count  the  younger  the  star  be- 
cause the  raw  material  from 
which-  stars  are  condensed— in- 
terstellar gas — is  becoming  in% 
metals. 

Current  theory  holds  that 
the  contaminating  metals  come 
from  supernovae  explosions  and 
red  giant  stars.  Thermonuclear 
fires  in  these  stars  are  believed 
to  fuse,  lighting  chemical  ele- 
ments into  heavier  ones — such 
as  metals — and  eject  much  of 
the  material  back  into  space. 

The  larger  a star,  the  hotter 
its  thermonuclear  fires  and  the 
greater  its  consumption  of  fuel,, 
thus  the  shorter  its  life  span, 
he  said. 

Dr.  Schmidt  said  a very  big 
star  will  live  only  perhaps  4 
million  years  before  shriveling 
into  a white  dwarf,  believed  the 
fate  of  all  stars.  But  a star 
smaller  than  the  sun  will  sur- 
vive several  thousand  times 
longer.
